filed in the supreme court yesterday 
by Ruder. 
The state auditor has been holding 
1823 expense claims of the St. Louis 
assessor amounting to $33,355.15, ac­ 
cording to records in the auditors 
office, because claims for extra clerk 
hire used in connection with the col­ 
lection of income tax in St. Louis 
were recently held illegal in an opin­ 
ion by Attorney General Jesse W. 
Barrett. 
In the past two years similar ac­ 
counts 
have 
been 
paid 
Buder, 
amounting to $13,403. They were also 
held illegal by the opinion several 
weeks ago. 
The opinion held that 
this amount which had been paid 
I could be recovered by the state from 
j the 1923 accounts of the assessors. 
•Under this ruling Buder owes the 
state $26,808. counting the amounts 
paid the past two years and the 1923 
amount, not yet paid, according to 
records in the auditor’s office.

Often 
altogether too often—we hear the rem ark that some well-known 
automobile m aker isn’t putting into his car the materials or the work­ 
manship that he used to employ in the “good old days” when he was laying 
the foundation of his present prestige. 
No m aker from Rolls-Royce to Ford seems immune from damaging 
testimony of this sort—and in some cases—in some localities such talk 
becomes, on occasion, epidemic. 
If in your daily work you were thrown into continuous contact with 
the factories both large and small which produce automobiles and their 
components—if your line of endeavor forced you to study each move 
made by the factory in the production of its | ire with exacting precision 
as our engineers must do in order to determine w hat’s right and proper 
for its lubrication, you would have an altogether different impression, 
quite regardless of w hat people may say. 
. 
♦ 
Folks naturally wonder when a m anufacturer cuts $50 to $200 from 
his selling price, just how- the saving has been effected. 
Every price cut 
opens the m anufacturer wide to the charge of “skimping” here and there 
to cut costs to the bone. 
T H E M A TE R IA LS W E USE 
But think a moment before you pay heed to folks who talk without 
knowing facts. 
Those of us w*ho have been working with the plants for 
ten years and longer can attest from first-hand knowledge that the ma­ 
terials of today are far superior to those of even a few years back. 
Ten 
years ago vanadium steel w-as just getting a toe hold—wa,s ’just breaking 
in to replace the alloys then commonly employed for steering knuckles, 
crankshafts and other parts subjected to severe vibration. 
And why? 
Because it was a better material for these parts—it would resist fatigue 
•—crystallisation—sudden breakage better than the steels thoy were usmg 
then. 
Hence m aker after maker adopted it. 
Would any one of them think of going back? 
No indeed—not one. 
And in these intervening years w*e have seen tungsten steels tried— 
applied—and finally adopted for parts like valves, which are subjected to 
intense heat; we have seen molybdenum steels possessed of remarkable 
strength, ductility and resistance to fatigue, 
emerge 
from the experi­ 
mental to the practical stage and open the way to future weight reduc­ 
tion that should be little short of remarkable. 
And still some say that motor car makers aren’t using the materials 
they used to. 
It’s true in a sense; but it is usually wrongly inflected. 
The materials of today are far superior to those of years back. 
And as for workmanship, if you could see the intensive study and 
elaborate equipment devoted simply to* the heat treatm ent of steel parts 
to bring out the best th a t’s in them and the wonderfully developed appara­ 
tus and gauges for inspecting as to size, proper finish and proper treat­ 
ment, you would not have the slightest doubt as to the quality of work­ 
manship that enters into the modern car in comparison with cars of even 
a few years back. 
Still you say: 
“W here there is so much smoke there must be some 
fire. 
If a large number of people say that a certain make of car isn’t as 
good as it used to be there must be something behind it; and if they say 
the same thing of a num ber of cars there is some strong urge which 
prompts this thought.” 
W H A T ’S B E H IN D IT ALL 
And there is, indeed!—perhaps, a couple of them! 
Take yourself, for 
instance. 
Recollect four or five years back when you got your new* car 
you were all enthusiasm ; nothing w*as too good for it. 
You followed the 
instructions put out by the m anufacturer implicitly; did everything he 
said you should do. 
And you continued on this plan for a season or two 
until the novelty of the thing w*ore off. 
Aud during that time you got 
wonderful results from the car. 
It was fine. 
It had all the material and 
all the workmanship into it that the price you paid for it justified. 
Then you turned it in and got another. 
But the second car was a 
new love—a second love. 
There w*asn’t the novelty and the enthusiasm 
to it; nor was the same care taken of it. 
Naturally the same results 
didn’t follow*. 
But far be it from you to blame yourself in any way for the accumu­ 
lation of annoyances which grew directly out of your neglect. 
Indeed not! 
It w*as all laid at the door of the manufacturer, 
lf he ha’d put the same 
m aterials into the car; if he had maintained the same standard of work­ 
manship, certainly you should have gotten the same results.
